Cemetery Commission 


his year began once again with the 

annual Spring cleanup aided by the 

inmates from the county jail. Large 
volumes of brush and leaves were removed 
from Mill Village cemetery with the assis- 
tance of Goshen Highway Department. 
Thanks to officer Thyng from Sullivan cor- 
rections and Joel from the Goshen Highway 
Department for their help with this project. 


Our major renovation project involved 
the removal of another large maple tree 
from Mill Village Cemetery. This has 
opened up the cemetery and improved views 
and safety. Thank you to Ray Wentzell of 
Eagle Tree for completing this project. We 
plan to trim back the remaining large trees 
this coming year as they are in better condi- 
tion. The cemetery commission has voted to 
remove the two smaller maples which were 
planted by the front entrance. As they grow 
they will create problems and block the view 
of the cemetery. We will try to save and re- 
plant them along the dividing line between 
the old and new sections at Mill Village. We 
are also discussing layout of the new section 
at Mill Village. Lars plans to consult with 
the selectmen regarding this. Also to be dis- 
cussed is the format to be used for digital 
records. 


Four Corners Cemetery also saw some 
needed cleanup action this year. Brush has 
been removed and overhanging limbs cut 
back. We hope to concentrate more on this 
cemetery in 2013. A backhoe is really 
needed to remove some of the invasive 
growth. We are hoping the highway depart- 
ment may give us a hand with this. We also 
hope to continue with our cleaning and re- 
pair program and have part time work avail- 
able for someone interested. Please apply at 
the town office. 


Bob Johnson has now taken over the bur- 
ial duties which had been previously pro- 
vided by Arthur Jillette. He reports a total 
of four burials completed this year. Stringer 
funeral home continues to dig the sites for 


full burials. Rook and Sons has continued to 
do our mowing. We feel they are doing a 
good job despite a complaint received about 
flowers being mowed over. These flowers 
had been planted directly in the ground 
which is against regulations. Please remem- 
ber to put all flowers in pots or containers. 
We continue to advise our mowing contrac- 
tor of any legitimate complaints received. 


Cemetery regulations have been revised 
this year to reduce the risk of large lot pur- 
chases and purchase by non residents. We 
work hard to keep our budget low and inter- 
ment costs to a minimum to provide reason- 
able access to our residents. We appreciate 
your constructive input and involvement 
with our service.

he year 2012 has been productive 

for us on the Goshen Fire Depart- 

ment. Starting off this year I would 
like to bring your attention to the Fire Sta- 
tion as it has had several maintenance up- 
grades completed. The old roof was replaced 
with a very efficient standing seam roof. The 
original entry ways have been replaced with 
new dormers capped with the matching 
standing seam roof. The building received a 
new coat of paint and the structural integrity 
of all the roof trusses have been modified 
and reinforced. The bottom outside edges of 
the building have had stone added to them 
for water drainage. 


I would like to thank the following for 
their assistance of this work and support 
they gave to get this accomplished in 2012: 
the Goshen Selectmen and Assistant Cindy 
Rouillard, Fred Driend Contracting, Jan Par- 
malee Painting, Defiance Roofing, Carroll 
Concrete for the donation of the stone, 
Goshen Highway Dept. for the installation of 
the stone, fixing the parking area, and the 
use of the towns trailer for the removal of 
the old roofing metal that was reused at the 
Highway Garage Salt Shed. 


Calls for Service 

In 2012 the Goshen Fire and Rescue 
Departments responded to a total of 97 Calls 
for Service (46 Fire Calls, 51 Medical / Res- 
cue calls) as well as 3 Chimney Fires, 1 Elec- 
trical Issue, and 1 Car Fire. There were no 
structure fires.

In 2012 the members of the Goshen Fire 
Dept. put in an accumulative amount of over 
2,000 hours of service to the town of Goshen. 
This time has been non-reimbursed actual 
trainings, meetings, work details with equip- 
ment and truck checks, as well as responding 
to calls for service at all hours and in all 
weather conditions throughout the year. 


2013 BUDGET REQUEST 

The Goshen Fire Department has contin- 
ued to hold our regular operating budget the 
same again this year as we have for the past 
few years with one new line item being 
added and requested for 2013. This would be 
an allotment of money for stipend pay for 
the Qualified Fire and Rescue Personnel. As 
with any town budget any unused monies 
would go back to the General fund at the end 
of the year. 


Reasons for Stipend Pay 

It has come to our attention that to be a 
part of this organization there are a lot of 
out of pocket expenses that are not being 
compensated for. Many of the personnel 
when they leave their jobs to respond toa 
call must punch out off the time clock and 
lose hourly pay. If a person responds from 
out of town that person may also use over a 
gallon of gas responding to the scene. We in- 
vest in training a fire Fighter or EMT in 
Goshen, but we have no incentive for this 
person to stay active with Goshen when they 
can go to the next town and get paid for their 
services. Currently we have 9 Certified Fire 
Fighters of which 3 are also EMT’s, 5 EMT’s, 
1 Paramedic, 5 Probationary Fire Fighters, 3 
semi-active Honorary Fire Fighters. As you 
can see we strive to give you a well qualified 
staff to assist when called upon, but it is get- 
ting harder for these people to break away 
without some compensation. Your support at 
town meeting would be appreciated. We also 





request your support of the line items for 
the capital reserve funds for the future. 


Trainings 

Over the past year the department contin- 
ued to train at least once a month. Some of 
the trainings consist of Engine Pumping, Air 
Pack Refreshers, Scene and Personal Safety, 
Ladders, Fire Investigations and Evidence 
Protection, Radio Communications. Quite 
often many of our trainings will have outside 
sources come in to train us. We appreciate 
and thank Goshen Police Officer Russ Lam- 
son for his assistance with one of these cross 
trainings this year. Also Goshen participated 
in a weekend long training at the Goshen 
Lempster School this year. In conjunction 
with the Cold River Area Fire Chiefs Associ- 
ation and Big Water Training, Goshen as 
well as 10 other area Mutual Aid Towns were 
trained on numerous scenario operations of 
large scale water supply and water flows, 
pumping and best safety practices for these 
operations. I was very pleased that Goshen 
was given a major role within this training 
to test us and our skills. Being part of this, I 
watched the performance of our personnel 
and their professional use of Goshen’s 
Equipment during this event and did an ex- 
cellent job. We are always looking to add 
new members so please feel free to contact a 
member for further information. 


Goshen Rescue Personnel continue to be 


20 


a big part of this organization. Besides the 
fire department’s activities they participate 
and train in, they also step up and do the 
extra medical and EMS Trainings to keep or 
get an EMT Medical Certifications. They 
maintain, inventory, and supply Goshen with 
the needed medical equipment for a med- 
ical call. We respect the extra trainings, 
meetings, and calls this group participates 
in, resulting in a few extra nights away from 
home each month. We are always looking to 
add new members so please feel free to con- 
tact a member for further information. 


Equipment 

In 2012 we continued to upgrade and 
maintain our equipment. In late October, we 
did incur a pump issue on the 1989 Mack En- 
gine/Tanker 1. We ended up having an inter- 
nal packing go in the pump. To repair just 
the packing it would have been $3,000.00 
alone. After Valley Fire Equipment got into 
the pump they found additional internal 
wear of the pump housing and pump parts. 
Presented with a pump issue, and a common 
sense approach, the selectmen and I de- 
cided the best course of action would be to 
rebuild the pump and get it back to being 
certified. After several weeks the truck was 
returned with a Certified Pump that ex- 
ceeded the 1000 GPM it was originally de- 
signed for. Unfortunately this one item 
caused the FD Budget to go over budget in 


2012. The good thing was that the firm we 
bought this truck from paid the first $3000 
towards the pump repair even though the 
warranty had expired. This truck also re- 
ceived additional lighting upgrades from a 
Donation from Whalen Industries in 
Charlestown. They replaced the rear Rotor 
Beacons, added front and side LED Inter- 
section Lights as well as new Pump Panel 
Lights. This truck also received a new do- 
nated Hose Bed Cover from the Goshen Fire 
Services Association. Thank you to Whalen 
and the GFSA for their Donations. This 
truck has already been a great asset and has 
been on many calls. 


Goshen’s Engine 2 the 2008 E-One 
Pumper is an excellent operating piece of 
equipment. This truck has had additional 
tool mounting brackets and equipment or- 
ganization done in 2012. The hose bed cover 
has had a modification done for better ac- 
cess to a top storage area. This modification 
was also donated by the Goshen Fire Serv- 
ices Association. 


Goshen’s Rescue 1, 1991 Ford F 550 is op- 
erating very well and is being used on most 
calls. It responds to rescue and medical 
calls, car accidents, and building fires. This 
truck was a great purchase several years ago 
and currently meets our needs. The Genera- 
tor and Light Tower on this truck have been 
very useful at night time incidents. Having 
this vehicle has also relieved additional 
wear and tear on the larger trucks from hav- 
ing to respond to a medical call. 


Goshen’s Forestry 1, 1968 Ford F250 4X4, 
Overall this vehicle performs well for its 
age, but at anytime a vehicle of this age 
could have a major issue. Looking to the fu- 
ture needs for the Town of Goshen to re- 
place this truck, we continue to request your 
support for the appropriation to the Capital 
Reserve request for the Forest Fire Fight- 
ing Vehicle. Goshen’s old 1977 Engine 1 was 
also sold this year. After several sale failures 
of this vehicle it was sold to a collector of In- 
ternational Fire Equipment in Vermont. The 
monies from the sale of this vehicle went to 
the Town’s General Fund to offset taxes. 
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The Goshen Fire Services Association is 
our support organization that puts on our 
Chicken Barbecue in July. The association 
also usually buys an item, or two for the Fire 
or Rescue Departments that we do not have. 
The Association does this so it doesn’t in- 
crease your taxes. Thank you to all that have 
donated to the 2012 Fund Drive supporting 
this local organization. The members of the 
department do appreciate the items that 
have been purchased in 2012 including the 
Modification to one hose bed cover and pur- 
chasing two replacement hose bed covers. 


In closing it is a pleasure to work for and 
in the Town of Goshen. I would also like to 
thank the Dedicated Fire Fighters and Res- 
cue Personnel and our Mutual Aid Depart- 
ments, as well as Cindy Rouillard in the 
selectmen’s office for her help, the Select- 
men, Goshen Highway Department, Goshen 
Police, plus the many other town employees, 
residents, and taxpayers that do care and 
support the Goshen Fire Department.

Forest Fire Department 


s always I like to thank the commu- 

nity of Goshen for their continued 

support of the Goshen Forest Fire 
Department. It is also important that I do 
thank the Deputy Wardens for all the extra 
time they put into this department, The Fire 
Fighters here in Goshen that give so much 
and ask for so little 


Your Forest Fire staff is Warden Daniel 
Peterson, Deputy Wardens, John Herr, Ricky 
Shepard, Clark Wamsley, Chris Moen, Jan 
Parmalee, Ed Baker, Gordon Bartlett, Jack 
Warburton, John Hopkins, Janny Kowynia, 
and Bob Johnson. 

The annual spring Warden / Deputy 
Warden Training was held at Fox Forest in 
Hillsboro this year. The Goshen Fire Depart- 
ment, continues to host the July dinner and 
meeting of the Grafton Sullivan Forest Fire 
Wardens Association. Special thanks go out 
to the many volunteers of the Goshen Fire 
Services Association for their assistance at 
this event. 

Over the past year we did issue over 
175 fire permits in the Town of Goshen. We 
thank you for extending your courtesy to our 
families and to call ahead of time for your 
fire permits. 

In 2012 we did have several forest fire 
incidents in Goshen. The major one was a 
spark from an outdoor wood furnace caught 
the backyard of a home on fire, as well as 
damaging the home, burning up a canoe and 
some other debris around the yard. This par- 
ticular fire was on a VERY HIGH FIRE 
DANGER DAY with high temps and high 
winds in May. We were fortunate that this 
fire was stopped just feet away from extend- 
ing into the hillside forest it was heading for. 
A second incident was someone left a hot 
campfire from the night before and it rekin- 


dled and spread to their yard and almost 
caught the house on fire. In mentioning this I 
cannot stress enough that it is important to 
keep a green space around your home and to 
keep the area around your Outdoor Furnaces 
and fire pits cleaned up. Another incident 
that is causing a problem are illegal camp- 
fires out on the area of class six roads. Quite 
often these fires are not extinguished prior 
to the people leaving. This puts Goshen ina 
potential danger for a large forest fire. So if 
you see something out of the ordinary, 
please call 911 and have us come out and in- 
spect, and put the fire out. 

We continue to maintain the1968 Ford 
F250 All Wheel Drive Forest Fire Fighting 
Vehicle. Overall this vehicle performs well 
for its age, but at any time a vehicle of this 
age could have a major issue. Looking to the 
future needs for the Town of Goshen to re- 
place this truck, we continue to request your 
support for the appropriation to the capital 
reserve request for the Forest Fire Fighting 
Vehicle. 

I do like to remind you that you are 
responsible for any fire that you light. Per 
NH State laws you could be held financially 
responsible for any cost to extinguish, any 
damage associated with a fire that gets away 
from you, or caused by you. NHDES also 
reminds you that it is illegal to burn any 
trash, plastics, painted, or ply-wood, furni- 
ture, or demolition debris. None of the listed 
items should ever be burnt in a woodstove or 
an outside furnace — it is best to dispose of 
them at the transfer station. This keeps the 
carcinogens and dioxins pollutants out of 
the air.

Olive G. Pettis Library 


he basic responsibility of the 

Trustees of the Olive G. Pettis Li- 

brary is to address the legal, finan- 
cial, and procedural requirements of our 
positions. To this end, we have attended 
training sessions provided by the New 
Hampshire Library Trustees’ Association, 
we have budgeted our funds carefully, and 
we have maintained careful records of our 
activities. 


One new Trustee, Jonathan Purick, 
joined our Board as an elected member in 
March. Otherwise, our membership re- 
mained the same as in 2011, both for elected 
Trustees and for Alternates. All Trustees ex- 
tended themselves in giving their time and 
support to the library and in working with 
our Librarian, Cyndi Phillips, to provide the 
best possible services to the community. 
Thanks to the assistance of Karen Winter- 
holer, you can now find the minutes of our 
business meetings posted under the Library 
link on the Town’s Web site. We have up- 
dated our policy documents as needed for 
changing times — these documents are avail- 
able in the Library to anyone who is inter- 
ested. 


The challenges and excitement of the job 
of the Trustees comes not from the day-to- 
day and month-to-month business, however, 
but from working with the Librarian to keep 
our library offerings up-to-date and respon- 
sive to community needs and interests. Up- 
grades to technology and to our collection of 
materials, sponsorship of public events, 
good usage of the library interior, and main- 
tenance of the building all fall under our 
purview. 


Technology and Collection 

Taking advantage of favorable terms of- 
fered by WinCycle, we replaced all three of 
the library’s aging desk computers this year. 
We purchased three IBM Lenovo towers and 
one IMAC G5 system for patron use. 


In response to interest expressed in our 
survey of the community, we purchased two 
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Kindle e-book readers, which the public will 
be able to borrow. In 2013, we plan to partic- 
ipate in the New Hampshire State Library’s 
downloadable books program. This program 
will replace our current participation in the 
DVD and Audio Book lending program spon- 
sored by the Libraries of the Upper Valley 
Co-op, which has become under-utilized. 


Throughout 2012, cataloguing of our col- 
lection through the LibraryWorld system has 
continued. Many thanks go to Trisha La- 
Bossiere for her dedicated volunteer work 
in this effort. 


Patrons now have digital library cards for 
quick scanning of loaned materials. 


Internet access for general use and for 
downloading e-books will be enhanced when 
installation of high-speed service via the 
“Fast Roads” fiber optic system is intro- 
duced in 2013. 


Public Events 

In February we held a program under the 
sponsorship of the New Hampshire Humani- 
ties Council called “New Hampshire on 
Skis.” This program, which was presented by 
E. John B. Allen, Historian of the New Eng- 
land Ski Museum, attracted about two dozen 
enthusiastic attendees. 





At our annual Rabies Clinic in April, 55 
animals were immunized, and 15 dogs were 
registered at the Town Office. Our thanks go 
to the Town Clerk for keeping the Town Of- 
fice open that day, and to the Fire Depart- 
ment for lending us their space and support. 


Our Easter party attracted over 30 chil- 
dren (and many parents) for an Easter egg 
hunt, games, and refreshments. 


Our Summer Library Camp, organized 
and run by Librarian Cyndi Phillips, was an 
outstanding success. Running for a full 
week, Monday through Friday, it attracted 25 
young participants. The Library’s Teen 
Council and many generous volunteers from 
the community were critical in making this a 
much enjoyed and memorable program. 


In August, Mike Pride — historian, author, 
Editor Emeritus of the Concord Monitor, and 
summer resident of Goshen —- made a pres- 
entation on “New Hampshire in the Civil 
War.” Over 35 people came to hear the talk 
and to pepper Mr. Pride with questions. 





Just before Halloween, the Library spon- 
sored a scarecrow-building party, at which 
teams of kids and their parents joined in 
constructing 13 scarecrows. Two days later, 
in anticipation of Hurricane Sandy, the 
Trustees removed the scarecrows to the 
Town Hall for the duration of the storm, and 
then re-erected them on the Library lawn 
for the continuing enjoyment of passers-by. 


On December 8 we held a 
Holiday party, which in- 
cluded a Cookie Walk, a Raf- 
fle, games and story-reading 
for children, and an opportu- 
nity for children to visit with 
Santa Claus. Our thanks go 
to Russell Lamson for hold- 
ing 22 children on his knees, to Tracy 
Bevilacqua for organizing and running the 
sold-out Cookie Walk, and to the donors of 
the many attractive and popular raffle items. 

On January 26, 2013, we are scheduled to 
present another program under the sponsor- 
ship of the New Hampshire Humanities 
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Council. This will feature 
Bob Cottrell, who will 
talk about New Hamp- 
shire’s state dog, the Chi- 
nook. A Chinook dog will 
be present and a dog sled 
will be on display at this 
event. 


The Library Interior 

Library patrons will have noticed that the 
foyer, which formerly housed the Librarian’s 
desk, is now a comfortable area for reading 
and doing homework, while the Librarian’s 
desk has moved to a less obtrusive corner of 
the main room. 


The Librarian has acquired a storage cab- 
inet to house the many supplies that are 
kept on hand for children’s projects and spe- 
cial events. 


The Librarian has also replaced our old 
work table with two new tables, better suited 
to work projects and meetings. 

The Trustees have purchased a weather 
radio, so that the Librarian and patrons will 
be alerted to any impending hazardous 
weather events. 

For the Librarian’s safety, the Trustees 
have installed a chime on the foyer entrance 
door. 


Alternate Trustee Bea Jillette donated a 
movable events sign for display outside the 
library. 


Building Maintenance 

The biggest building maintenance chal- 
lenge of 2012 occurred in January when crit- 
ters made entry into the attic, basement, and 
heating ducts of the Library and necessi- 
tated the closing of the library for nine days 
while clean-up could take place. The critters 
had used insulation from the attic and ducts 
for nesting, and when the furnace ran, it 
blew health-threatening fiberglass particles 
throughout the Library. Librarian Cyndi 
Phillips took charge of organizing the clean- 
up, while Trustee Steve Belden worked on 
repairs along with Ed Peckham and Gary 
Dennis. Our thanks to all who came to our 
rescue. 


Trustee Don Bailey, with permission from 
the Selectmen, made repairs to the ailing 
front porch of the Library. He made sure all 
nails were securely in place and no longer 
posed a hazard to visitors. 


Throughout this report, you will have no- 
ticed that we have mentioned the help of 
many people who have contributed time and 
resources to making the Library a better 
place for all of us. There are many others 
who have been extremely generous as well. 
For example, Kevin Bevilacqua worked with 
Trustee Don Bailey to erect the posts for our 
blue Library logo signs on Route 10. Allen 
Howe donated a scanner for use by patrons 
and staff. Elaine Bevilacqua, Trisha La- 
Bossiere, and John Brow were recognized by 
the Trustees for their outstanding volunteer 
service to the library during the year. Substi- 
tutes for the Librarian have been very gen- 
erous in pitching in, often on short notice, 
when the Librarian was absent; thanks for 
this go to Elaine Bevilacqua, Pam Mitchell, 
and Michelle Dube. Many other individuals 
and businesses have also donated money, 
books, and other useful items. We are grate- 
ful to all of you. 


Finally, the thanks of the Trustees go to 
Librarian Cyndi Phillips, who continues to 
dedicate herself to the daily operation of the 
Library and to its steady growth as an in- 
creasingly exciting community gathering 
place. Not described in this report of the 
Trustees are the many programs that Cyndi 
organizes and runs by herself, with minimal 
input from the Trustees. These include the 
ongoing programs of Homework Help for 
students, Book Discussion Group for adults, 
Story Time for kids, Busy Fingers needle- 
work group, and Teen Council events. In ad- 
dition, we should emphasize again that 
while Trustees and volunteers contributed 
to the success of the 2012 Library Camp, that 
event would not have taken place had it not 
been for the inspiration, organizing ability, 
and many dedicated hours donated by 
Cyndi. 

The Trustees hold regular business meet- 
ings on the third Tuesday of each month, 
starting at 6:30 p.m. The meetings are held 
at the library and are open to the public. 
Minutes of our meetings are posted at the li- 
brary, on the Town’s Web site 
(www.goshennh.org), and at the Post Office. 


The library is open on Tuesday, Wednes- 
day, and Thursday from 2:00 p.m. to 7:00 p.m. 
and on Friday and Saturday from 10:00 a.m. 
to 2:00 p.m. Any seasonal or other changes in 
these hours are posted outside the library 
building. 

We would be happy to see you at our 
meetings, at the library during regular 
hours, and at any of our various special 
events. The Olive G. Pettis Library is here 
for you, the residents of Goshen, and we 
hope that you will take advantage of this 
community resource.

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Police Department 


he year of 2012 was one of the 

busiest years the department has 

had that I can remember. Our calls 
for service this year topped 1,300 calls. 
These calls ranged from class A Felony 
minor to traffic 
violations (See 2012 Graph). We saw a large 
increase in serious crimes this year. We in- 
vestigated 10 burglaries this calendar year. 


I am very happy to report that through the 
efforts of the Goshen, Sunapee, and Bradford 
Police Departments arrests have been made on 
three of the burglaries. Through a tip from a 
citizen we were able to solve another 3 burgla- 
ries where two more arrests were made. Many 
hours were spent working on these burglary 
cases that did not allow as much road patrol as 
we like to provide. Numerous trips were made 
around the state following up on leads and tips 
that ultimately led to the arrests of the sus- 
pects. 


With the rash of Burglaries that were oc- 
curring we felt it was important to reach out to 
the community for help and offer some tips on 
how to keep your residences safe.

In March of 2012 the Town voted to allow 
us to upgrade our oldest cruiser. We purchased 
a 2013 Ford Police utility cruiser. This car has 
a v-6 and is better on fuel than the last cruiser. 
The new cruiser is also 4 wheel drive. The old 
cruiser was sold at the state surplus auction. 
Please stop by anytime to take a look at the 
new cruiser. We are very happy with the new 
cruiser and again would like to thank the citi- 
zens for supporting us in this purchase. 


In 2012 the police department received 3 
grants that allowed extra road patrols. The 
grants that we received were for DWI Patrols, 
Enforcement Patrols, and Operation Safe 
Commute that is a state-wide grant program 
performed by all approved communities on 
the same dates and times. Numerous arrests 
were made during these grants and citations 
issued. 


I would like to thank the fire department 
and highway department for the assistance 
they continue to give us every year. They have 
been doing a great job.

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2. Zoning Amendment No. 1 


Are you in favor of the Adoption of Amendment No. 1 as proposed by petition for the 
Town's Zoning Ordinance. The effect of the amendment will be to allow "earth removal 
activities"' (as newly defined) as a permitted use in the Light Commercial District, and to 
make such activities in that district, and on public highways, exempt from those portions of 
the Ordinance regulating noise, undue hazards and offensive business. Such activities are 
currently allowed only by special exception granted by the zoning board of adjustment. 
Such activities would no longer require a special exception in the Light Commercial 
District, but would continue to be subject to a permit from the Planning Board under RSA 
155-E. In addition the amendment would expand the Light Commercial District to include 
the entire area of the following tax map parcels of land: Map 203, Lots 2, 3 and 8.2; Map 
204, Lots 6, 7, 8, 10, 11, 12, 14, 15, 16, 17, 18, 19 and 20; and Map 403, Lots 4.1 and 4.2 
(each of which is presently located within the Residential/Agricultural District) The actual 
text of the proposed amendment consists of the following four changes to the Zoning 
Ordinance: 


: 1. Amend Section II of the Zoning Ordinance by amending and/or adding the following 
definitions: 

: "EARTH MATERIALS" Soil, rock sand, gravel, stone construction aggregate or similar materials. 

° "EARTH REMOVAL" The removal of Earth Materials for commercial purposes. 

. "EARTH REMOVAL ACTIVITIES" All activities having to do with Earth Removal, including 
without 


limitation, all transportation activities related to or ancillary to same." 


- 2. Amend existing Paragraph A.3 (Location of Light Commercial District) of Section III of the 
Zoning Ordinance (Districting and General Provisions) by inserting the following sentence at the end of 
the existing Paragraph 3.A: 'In addition to the area described above, the Light Commercial District shall 
include all portions of the following tax parcels as presently shown on the Town of Goshen tax maps: Map 
203, Lots 2, 3 and 8.2; Map 204, Lots 6, 7, 8, 10, 11, 12, 14, 15, 16, 17, 18, 19 and 20; and Map 403, Lots 4.1 
and 4.2, to the extent that they are not otherwise presently located within the Light Commercial District." 


~ 3. Amend Paragraph F (Removal of Earth Materials) of Section V (Commercial Use) to read in its 
entirety as follows: "Except as provided in Section V.H with respect to permitted Earth Removal Activities 
in the Light Commercial District, Earth Removal Activities will require a special exception from the Zoning 
Board of Adjustment as provided in Section V.I. Once any special exception is granted, a permit must be 
obtained from the Planning Board according to the provisions of N.H. state statute RSA 155-E. No 
crushing equipment shall be allowed except as provided by Section III.K." 


~ 4. Amend Paragraph H (Summary of Commercial Use Provisions) of Section V (Commercial Use) 
to add the following permitted use in the Light Commercial District: "H.4 Earth Removal 
Activities Earth Removal Activities, as defined in Section I of this Ordinance, in the Light Commercial 
District; provided, however, a permit must be obtained from the Planning Board in accordance with the 
provisions of RSA 155-E. No crushing equipment shall be allowed except as provided by Section III.K 
(Portable Rock Crushers) of this Ordinance.
